A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The interview focused on the enablement of the prior art regarding the synthesis of a brominated silafluorene 
intermediate. The declarations of record were also discussed in addition to the references. 

Kreuder was discussed with regard to the synthesis scheme exemplified in columns 1 7/1 8 and 1 9/20 which results in a 
brominated silafluorene species being formed. Kreuder was also discussed with regard to the examples and the 
materials of examples 1 , 6, and 7 in light of the declarations of record. Example 7 was further discussed opposite the 
declarations with regard to the structure of the product formed and the ring opening proposed in the declaration(s). It 
was noted that applicant in the declarations proposed a ring opening reaction when silafluorene is treated with NBS. 
However, example 7, a derivative comprising a silicon atom bridging the aromatic rings does not ring open and instead 
results in a brominated product. 

The scope of the claims regarding the definition of an electron withdrawing group and the subsequent discussion in the 
declaration(s) regarding electron donating/withdrawing groups and the ring opening reaction was discussed. The 
examiner expressed a concern that applicant does not define an electron withdrawing group in the specification and 
therefore accepts the definition common to the art. A common measure used in the art is the Hammett Sigma (p) 
values to indicate whether a substituent is electron donating or electron withdrawing. Applicant allows hydrogen as a 
substituent. Hydrogen is the material which is used as the standard against which the other groups are compared. 
Hydrogen is assigned a Hammett Sigma (p) value of zero. In order to provide a list of groups and their associated 
sigma (p) values an excerpt from Lange's Handbook of Chemistry is included with this mailing. 

The enablement of the prior art was also more broadly discussed with regard to the additional synthesis methods 
suggested in the cited references and additionally the level of one of ordinary skill versus known synthetic techniques. 
The availability of synthetic pathways other than NBS which would result in the materials of the prior art was discussed 
opposite the declaration(s), which focus only on the use of NBS.
